Thing notvithftanding the Relu&tancy of hws 
Confcienc>; or notwithftanding that Confci- 
ence w not fufficiently perfuaded of the Law- 
fulneff of it 2 


A, In this Queftion there are {everal Things to 


be confidered whether we refpeci the Confcience 
or the Perfon of the Doer, or the Action to be 
done. Under each of which feveral Circum- 
ftances may happen that will quite alter the Cafe 
and give occafion for new Queftions, We An- 


{wer therefore as generally as the Matter will bear. 


That if the doubrfulnefs be not concerning the 
Lawfulnefs of the Thing to be done but only the 
Expediency of itr, any Error which a Man hall 
make herein, cannot be of any great Moment to 
the Confcience : But if ic be of the Lawfulnefs of 
the Thing contidered fimply in ic felf, the Perfon 
doubting being Mafter of himfelfis certainly obliged 
to forbear the doing of it. For in dovbrful Cafes 
Wifdom direéts thar che fafer Part be chofen. And 
thar Part is {afer, which if a Man chufe he fhall 
do well, chan that which if he chufe, he knows not 
but he may do Ill. Suppofing, for inftance, a 
Man fhou’d doubt of the Lawfulnefs of Marry. 
ing afcer a Divorce, he is {ure if h¢ Marries rot, he 


Sins not; but if he fhou’d Marry, doubting at the 
{ame Time of its Lawfulnefs, that AGion in him 
(tho’ perhaps in it felf Sinlefs) is a Sin, becaufe ir 
is not done with a Belief of the Lawfulnefs of ir, 
and according to the Apoftles Catholick Rule, 
whatfoever is not of Faith is Sin. If the Liberty 
of the Agent be determined by the Command of 


fome Superiour Power, to whom he oweth Obe- 


dience, we fay in this Cafe, hisbound in Con- 
{cience to do the Thing commahded, notwithftand- 
ing his own doubtfulnefs of Mind whether that 

Thing be Jawful or no. To do that of which he 
doubts where he has no free liberty to leave it undone, 
brings upon him the Guilt of willful Tran{gretiion: 
But not fo where he is not left to his owu Liber- 
ty. Lhe Rule that is prefcribéd to him by Autho- 
rity takes from him the Guilt of acting with a 
doubtful Confcience. in this Cafe, fhou'd 
there be any Sin in rhe Action ir felf, tho it is 


commanded by lawful Anthoricy, it muft lay 


at the Door of him that commanded it, and not 
of the Subjeét who did his Duty in obeying. But 
if the Conicience has already pafled a Judgment 
upon a Thing, and Condemned it as fimply un- 
lawful, he ought not to do it tho’ commanded by 
the Magiftrate, no not even tho’ his Confcience has 
pronounced a wrong Judgment. For the Anthori- 
ty of Conictence is greater than that of any Earth- 
ly Power, |
